A COMPUCATKO LAWHt lT ASISING FROM A 
CLAI.M OF 25 CKXT3. 

The Rochostor 'Union' of a late 
(lato relutoH tho following: "Some 
t.imr< mnc.o a IMr.'i. Jlickok iinivod by 
tho New York L'ciitinl Kiiilroail from 
tho Eiist. .Shu h:nl with her a largo 
sfttchol, which was checked and -pi&c- 
©d ia the baggage oar-. On olighting 
Mrs. Hickok presented her check.but, 
after aearchin^' some tiino, tho bag- 
gago man told hor that it ( ould not bo 
round. Sho then loft, !ind inler in tho 
afternoon one of her aoua drove down 
to tho depot to see abont it. By this 
t ime the missing satohel had come to 
light, but the baggage-master refused 
to deliver it lip until 25 cents had 
been paid for atorage. Mr. Hickok 
refused to pay tho money, as it was 
not the lady'a fault that she did not 
take it with her, and left the satchel 
the|;d; Ho went to Justice Allen's 
offioie and obtained a writ of replevin. 
A suit was also brought against the 
company for damages and costs, 
amounting in all to :pl2. The sum- 
mons "^as given to a constable^ who 
made'^a personal servicrb oa the bag- 
gage man, which, of oourse, was 
taken no notice of. On the day ap- 
pointed for the parties to appear, the 
defendants did not put in appearance, 
and the justice, without looking at the 
Bummons to see upon whom it had 
been served, entered judgment for 
the plaintiff's. Shortly afterward, tho 
attorney for the road come into 
Justice Allen's office and told him 
if he issued an execution on that 
judgment, it not being properly 
aeryed, he ^9uld sue him. ,^^8 put 
the, justice in a fix, for if he did not 
issue the execution the plaintiffs would 
have the right to sue. He acco - 
ingly issued the document, and Crd- 
stable Brown levied on some trunks 
at the depot. The attorney then com 
mebcedaaait against Allen, before 
Justice^StapIes, and the consequence 
was Allen had to pay the damages 
and costs. Another suit has now been 
commenced against the road for costs 
a^d damages, and a summons is 
awaiting to be served on George J. 
Whitney, as one of the directors, when 
he returns from Syracuse. Under 
all these existing circumstances, it 
seems that this twenty-five cents will 
increase to a large amount before the 
case is decided."

The papers so'utb of the Line are 
disouseing rumors that have been nfe 
here and on Puget Sound, ever aince 
the loss of the Pacific wilh over 3U0 
•oula, respeoting the sobriety of Cnpt. 
Howell while at Tacoma ^three duja 
previous to the sailing oI,ithe PnciQc 
from this port on the fatal voyage. 
The "Ore«oninn," in whioh tho dam- 
aging rumor firat saw the liglit. Lus 
recoived two Ittters from correHpuud- 
outa at Tacoma (one of them ngout for 
tho 0. N. & P. Btoamahip compauj' at 
tlint place) denying that Capt. Howeil 
w.ia iuLoxicated on tho evening rofen- 
ed to. Uuderordinaiy circumstances, 
whure the mistakes of a dead luau 
have involved only liiniH<ilf in ruin, wo 
baliovG that his faults should be al- 
lowed to die wilh him ; and tliat the 
proverb, "Speak naught but guod of 
tho dead," should bo as closely ad 
hered to as a trutliful narration of tho 
circumstauceg will admit. But where 
a man who has the lives of other.s en- 
trusted to his fftie, by his own iuJid- 
cretion Hacrilicaa those lives and casts 
a whole comuuiuity (as ours is at tiiin 
moment) into the depths of woo and 
hcart-broakiug misery, tho veil of sen- 
timentality must bo drawn aside and 
hid faults exhibited to tho world tliai 
others, siuiilarly trusted, may bu de- 
tarred from following in his footsteps. 
Xi.'t it ouco be understood tliat tlio 
nets of a man who accepts an impor- 
tsat command requiring the con- 
stant pretence of all his faculties, and 
who deliberately, wantonly and with

Howell was a man who poB<>esaed the 
peealiar quality so rarely met with of 
winning the affectionate regard of 
all who knew him. Ha was generous 
to a fault; brav* almost to rashness; 
U iselfish, amiable and genial. Is it 
any wonder that he was universally 
popular, and that bis legion of friends 
should now siek to rescue his memo- 
ry from what they conceive to be un- 
just asuaulta upon his character ? But 
if there was ever a time in the history 
of the world — if there was ever 
au event that demanded a most 
Bearching and close examination 
into all the facts connected 
with it— that time is now; that 
event is the loss of the Pacific. It is 
not in the hope that tho great loss 
the countiy has sustained can be re- 
paired, that wo recur to this paui- 
iul subject.

The fact that a large proportion of tho 
passengers of tho ill fated steamor Paci- 
tio, sunk oil its way froto Victoria, B. O., 
to San Fraucisoo, were Cauudians, chiefly 
from this Ftovince, serves to inTeat the 
disaater with a painful degree.of interest 
ti^re. It appears that tho Pacific waa 
wrecked a few miles south of Capo Flat- 
tery at tho entrance of tho Straits of San 
Juan, either by running on a rock or 
colliding with another vossol. The atato- 
mont of Mr. Jolloy, tbo only survivor of 
the wreck who has as yot been able to 
fm-niilh^aDy partioulars of the oalamity, 
is somewhat confused in regard to tho 
exact cause of the wreck. Ten years ago 
almost at the same spot where tho Paci- 
flo met her fate, tho Brother Jonathan 
struck a hidden rock and wont down — 
aiitoen only out of ouohundrod and sixty 
souls on board being saved to tell tho 
story of tho wreck. An incident of tlio 
wreck noted at tho time tras the fact that 
one ot thu passengers left to perish on 
tho deok of the sinking vessel calmly 
occupied the last few moments of his 
life in writing hia will. The two wrecks 
contained many foatuie.s in common. 
Both jilieil on tho same route; both .sunk 
witiun a fow miles of each other;both ships 
were old and weatherworn, and had boon 
rebuilt in San Fraiicifico, and both were 
lamentably «)oficient in thoir arrango- 
monts in saying the lives of their passen- 
gers in tae event Of a wreak. No doubt 
therd will bo a rigid inquiry into all the 
•ireumstances both at Victoria and San 
Francisoo, as both the Canadian and 
Fnited States GoveruniontH are intorost- 
ud in ascertaining whore tho blame rest.i.

AfCer t&e fall of Oharles- 
ton he waa a lieutenant of urtillmy in the 
naval brigade under Gen. rieramoH, for- 
merly of tho Confederate navy; was sur- 
rendered under <}en. Leo's cartel; joined 
JelTorson Davis at Washington, Georgia: 
and was with him at the time of his cap- 
ture; and was then imprisoned at Eort 
ress Monroe, where he was held for some 
time; released, ho went to Savnunuli, 
Georgia, where ho was again imprisouod. 
From thenco ho joined hia brother in 
Canada and acconipaniod him to En(j- 
land. Returning by way of Portland, 
Maine, ho wait again arrested and sent to 
Fort Warren, where be was detained for 
a fow weeks and released. He then re- 
turned to Canada, and from thenoe wiant 
to New York, and wont to soa bofore the 
mast; returning, was euKagod with Pom- 
eroy on the New York News. Closing his 
engagement with the News he sailed on a 
ship bound for China as (luartermastor; 
from thence he reached San Frnnoisco 
about five years since. Served the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company in subordinate 
position»<and as a commandor; also the 
Oregon Steainship Company and the 
North Pacific Transportation Oompiitay as 
master of steamships Idaho, Montana, 
Pelican and others."
